SACR ED R UNNING OXEN. 


They Art* the G reatest Curiosities A uxraf 
C ey lon« D om esticated Anim als. 
One of the greatest curiosities among 
the domesticated animals of Cey lon is 
a breed of cattle known to the zoologists 
as the “ sacred running oxen.” 
They 
are the dwarfs of the whole ox family , 
the largest specimens of the species nev­ 
er exceeding 30 inches, or 2 % feet in 
height. One sent to the Marquis of Gan- : 
terbury in the y ear 189 1, and which is 
still living and believed to be some- : 
where near 10 y ears of age, is only 22 | 
inches high 
and weig hts 
but 
109 % 
pounds. 
In Cey lon they are used for 
making quick trips across the country 
w ith express matter and other light 
loads, and it is said that four of them \ 
can pull a driver of a two wheeled cart 
and a 200 pound load of miscellaneous 
j 
matter 00 to 70 miles a day . They keep 
up a constant swing ing tiot or run and 
have been known to travel 
100 miles in 
a day and night without either feed or 
water. No one knows any thing concern 
ing tin* origin of this peculiar breed of 
miniature cattle. They have been known 
on the island ot Cey lon and in other 
Buddhistic countries for more than a 
thousand y ears. 
One story told to ac­ 
count for their origin is to the effect 
that they were orig inally cattle of tin* 
ordinary height and bulk; that a Bud 
dhistie priest was once imprisoned in a 
stone building, one half of which was 
used for a cattle stable. 
During the 
nig ht he managed to dislodge one of the 
stones in his prison wall. 
The stone in 
question was exactly 2 % feet square. 
It was almost 
day light when this 
apostle of Buddha 
felt the air rush 
through the opening 
he had made and 
realized that lie was 
all but free. 
He 
knew that he would 
he unable to get 
out of the enem y ’s country on foot, so 
he pray ed that he mig ht bo provided j 
with a beast of burden that would safely 
carry him to the homes of the followers 
of Buddha. No sooner had he done this 
than one of the large oxen which had 
been quietly feeding in a stall at his side j 
walked leisurely to the 30 inch square 
: opening 
and 
miraculously 
passed 
through it. 
The priest followed and mounted the 
now sacredly dwaried beast and was ; 
soon safe in his own country . 
Since ; 
that time, so the story goes, there has j 
been a breed of “ sacred running oxen’’ 
in Cey lon, which never grow too tail to 
pass through an opening the size of 
that made m the prison wall by Bud 
dha’s representative on the night when 
he miraculously escaped on the hack of j 
the first o f the famous dwarfed oxen.— i 
St. Loui« Republic.

In no instance does the profound dif­ 
ference of national character in England 
and France appear more striking, says 
our Paris correspondent, than in the 
views held on both sides of the channel 
regarding breach of promise. Of course 
engagements are broken «iff in Prance 
as well as in England, but it is only in 
England 
that 
heavier damages are 
awarded for u broken heart than for a 
broken leg. 
The offense is all hut un­ 
known in 
the 
French law courts,
